It could not. be said that the final limits of the war 


had yet been drawn. 

On the contrary, it was true, al- 
though there might have been hitches 
such as the failure of the attempt to 
‘draw the Soviet into the the war, 
that “we have shown that we rely 
on our own judgment and not -that 
of others,” 

M. Molotov added that the  belli+ 
gerent powers were now attempting 
to increase the number o! their al- 
lies by drawing neutral powers to 
their aid, and those efforts had met 
with some: success. 

STRUGGLE DEVELOPED 

It was well known what: serious 
problems were created in this  re- 
spect by the Anglo- -Franco-Turkish 
pact. . 

A struggle had developed and 
was drawing certain Balkan 
countries Into fthe .war as well. 
as some of the Scandinavian 
countries. 

Britain and France were doing 
everything to foster and prolong the 
war in order to exploit it for streng- 
thening their domination of the world 
and their Colonial Empire. 

U.S. ATTACKED 

It was also well known that some 
Powers were only using the pretext 
of neutrality as a mask for shielding 
their attempts to foster the war from 
which they expect to derive huge 
profits at the expense of the belli- 
gerent peoples, their sufferings, sacri- 
fices and impoverishments. (An ob- 
vious attack on the United States). 

The war had become - more 
violent as the Imperialistic powers 
fost all hope of improving their 
internal situation, and were there- 
fore attempting to carry out a 
new partition of the world in 
favour of the strongest Imperla- 
llat power. 

The power and authority of the So- 
viet Union were becoming-more and 
more evident. - 

POLISH ANNEXATION 

The annexation of eastern Poland 
had been one of the greatest success 
of the Soviet foreign policy.

A manifesto issued by the Moscow 
Soviet yesterday also states: ‘For over 
two years the Japanese imperialists 
have been torturing China who's 
fighting for her independence.” 

It. adds: “The Comintern sum- 
mons the workers to protect tne 
Chinese nation against the Im- 
perialist Invaders. 


“It summons the workers to act 
against those who are for a continua- 
tion of the war, and loudly-to demand 
that husbands, sons and brothers be 
brought back from the  trenches.”— 
Reuter. 

***Molotov and the Communist In- 
ternational have now attacked every 
major Power in the world, including 
Britain, France, Germany, Japan,

To Poppy Day belongs the distinc- 
tion of being the world's largest free-. 
will offering for any charitable ab- 
ject nade in one day. : 

Certainly no other nation pives ex- 
pression to its gratitude, so gener= 
ously and so spontaneously, as the 
British Empire when each year on 
November 11th., it recalls the sacri 
fices of the Great War. 


It is‘the day of remembrance dedi- 
cated to those who fought and endur- 
ed so much between 1914: and 10918. 
It has become also an occasion when 
those in distant parts of the Empire 
turn their thoughts to Britain and 
fee] that. they share that great tradi- 
tion which she created, and has s0 
splendidly maintained throughout the 
centuries. 


If Britain, however, has been the 

centre of our thoughts on Poppy Day 
in past years, how much more must 
she claim our thoughts on Remem- 
prance Day this year, when once 
more she, with the same gallant Ally, 
is locked in deadly struggle with the 
same enemy. 
“Few would have 
twice in their own life time the na- 
tion would have had to go through 
the same-agony of suffering and face 
the moisery of another war. Yet it is 
so. But we enter this war with all 
the material and moral resources of 
the Empire behind us. 

The steady growth of the Poppy 
Day Fund from £106,000 in 1921 to 
£575,000 in 1938 is, something more 
than a mere increase of money, it is 
a witness to the growing strength of 
the spirit of the Empire during those 
18 years. Pe 

The British, as we have said, enter 
this campaign with the full force of 
the Empire behind them. From every 
corner there has come the spontane- 
ous response to. the ‘unspoken claims 
upon that loyalty. The annual appeal 
on behalf of Lord Haig’s Fund has 
shown the Empire is a living spiri- 
tual force such as springs from the 
privilege of belonging to it and shar- 
ing in its great ideals of freedom and 
individual liberty. 

Domestic differences may 
when danger threatens, the ranks 
close and its strength is revealed. 
Germany has been'in a most crude 
and childish way trying to sew dis- 
sension within the Empire and only 
succeeded in calling forth manifesta- 
tions of its greater unity and loayity. 

Germany has entered this war 
wholly ignorant of what the Empire 
stands for and therefore incapable of 
measuring its strength. Though 
Hitler in ‘Mein ‘Kampf’ ‘has himself 
expressed his approval of British 
Government, he has never understood 
who deep is the sense of brotherhood 
within those states, which are gov- 
erned on British principles. Other-

Had the Nazi leaders spared a little 
time and thought from piling up 
armaments and dragooning the Ger- 
man people, to understanding the 
mentality of the British by studying

cance a8 a sign of increasing soli- 
darity within the Empire, and they: 
would not now be in the morass in 
which they are floundering. Ribben- | 
trop would not have been insisting on 
the decadence of the British and of 
their unwillingness to fight. He would 
have learned that one of the peculiar 
virtues of that people is a sense of 
foir play. We do not need to claim 
this for ourselves us a statement of 
fact. Madariaga, the great Spanish 
writer und thinker, says it ig the 
keynote of British character. 

It is because we have seen this ideal 
so wantonly violated and because we 
have seen the pledged word disre- 
garded by Hitler in regard to Poland 
and Czecho-Slovakia that we are now 
at war. 

Earl Haig’s Fund was started to as- 
sist those who had fought for those 
same causes in the last war, and now 
greater claims will be made upon this 
fund for the men, who at this moment 
are risking their lives to establish the 
same spirit of fair play and justice in 
Europe. . 

Owing to the dislocation of ship- 
ping schedules in the first month of 
the war, the poppies for ‘Hong Kong 
will not arrive in time from Eng- 
land, but that has not proved to be a 
misfortune or an obstacle; in fact it 
has turned out to be an opportunity 
which a number of members of the 
American community have seized. 
They have generously offered to bear 
the cost of having sufficient number 
of flowers made in Hong Kong — an 
offer which has been most gratefully 
accepted by the Committee, who feel 
that such a practical gesture of good- 
will at this particular time is doubly 
welcome. 

Though there will be‘ no public 
ceremony this year at the Cenotaph, 
it is hoped that wreaths will be placed 
there by members of the community. 
Those who propose to do this are 
asked to purchase such wreaths from. 
the Secretary of the British Legion: 
—3rd floor, Hong Kong & Shanghai 
Bank -Building. 

It is not necessary now to go into 
details about the scope of the activi- 
ties of the Earl Haig’s Fund. The ex- 
penditure in the future will be along 
the same lines as in the past, but the 
burden will be - infinitely greater, 
when the claims upon it arising from 
the present wer are added. It is 
lirdly necessary therefore to stress 
the need for generous giving, since 
everyone is aware of his responsi- 
bility especially in Hong Kong which 
depends upon the Empire's security. 
We are living in sheltered homes, 
away from the immediate danger of 
war, and so our offering will be made 
accordingly. Jt will be generous.

NO, 70-JOHN PAUL 


“ONES”—MAN OF 
MYSTERY 


BY VINCENT TOWNE 


“He changed his name for reason 
unknown.” 

So says history of John Paul Jones, 
the “wizard of the sea.” He was a 
man of mystery from first to last. 
-He was born with the surname of 
Paul, and his father, a Scotch gar- 
dener, had been John Paul. Indeed, 
John Paul had been a good enough 
name for our hero’ unti] at the age 
of 26 he donned the extra surname 
which scores of men have gone into 
court to doff that they might have 
surer identity. 

This precocious youth when 24 was 
captain of a Scotch brig, which he 
took upon two trips to the West In- 
dies, In a quarrel with his  ship’s 
carpenter, Maxwell, he is said to 
have flogged that insubordinate. One 
account says he shot him. 

When in a few weeks his alleged 
victim died, John Paul was charged 
with the murder of Maxwell, some 
say, and was indicted. In any 
event he was not arrested, but the 
incident preyed upon his mind, and 
to prove his innocence he sent affida- 
vits to his family in Scotland. It 
was to escape the possibility of iden- 
tification in the event of his capture 
that he added Jones to his name, 
according to this theory. 

Other accounts give quite a dif- 
ferent motive. According to one of 
these, John Paul came to Virginia 
in 1773 to administer to the estate 
of his brother, William, who, on 
coming to America, had been adopt- 
ed by a rich. but childless relative of 
the name of Jones. William had 


taken this name of his foster parents ; 


who had provided that in case Wil- 
liam Paul Jones died intestate, his 
younger brother,, John Paul, might 
inherit the property if he also should 
take the name of Jones. 

According to a third theory, the 
little mariner went down from Vir- 
ginia to North Carolina to settle Wil- 
liam’s affairs in that State and there 
met two brothers, Allen and Willie 
(pronounced Wylie) Jones,'men of a 
wealthy and distinguished family, 
who had been educated at Eton and 
who were influential in political life. 
Being out of funds and unable to re- 
alize upon his inheritance until after 
many trying delays. John Paul be- 
came the beneficiary of these brothers’ 
Southern hospitality. Col. Willie 
Jones became his bondsman for $2,~ 
500 when he filed his papers of ad- 
ministration. , 

Charmed by his new. surroundings, 
John Paul determined ‘to ‘retain his 
brother’s Southern plantation. So,

as an evidence of his gratitude, he 
assumed the surname of his benefac- 
tors and became John Paul Jones, a 
Virginia planter, possessed of several 
thousand acres of arable land and 
several hundred Negro slaves. 

Soon came the War of the Revolu- 
tion aud John Paul Jones again heard 
the call of the deep. Offering his 
services to Washington, he obtained, 
through the influence of . the Jones 
brothers, a commission of lieutenant 
in the navy of the Colonies, and ‘by

the long list of expfoits which made 
him famous gained promotion to the 
rank of admiral in command of the 
entire American fleet. 

He went abroad after the Revolu- 
tion and was lionized in London, 
where he became the intimate of 
Burke, Fox, Walpole and others of 
their kind. In Paris, the King, who 
had made him Chevalier of France, 
during his last illness sent daily to 
ask for his health. If he had:lived 
but another week he would have been 
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an admiral of France, whose Assem- 
‘bly rose to its feet while a resolution 
of respect was ‘being’ passed .at the 
‘time of his death. To two surviving 
sisters he left a comfortable fortune. 

. Mystery spread its veil also over 
his last resting place. He was buried 
in the little Protestant cemetery of 
St. Louis,-his body being incased in a 
leaden coffin that it might easily be 
removed to the United States for 
final interment. But our country did 
not seek to reclaim it until more than 
a. century later. Meanwhile, Paris 
had seen the Reign of Terror and 20 
years of Napoleon’s wars and over 
the cemetery had heen built blocks 
of substantial buildings: en we 
came to look for our hero’s bones, 
they could not be located. 

Sappers were employed to urider- 
mine the surmounting buildings but 
all of the leaden coffins found within 
the limits of the one-time graveyard 
bore names other than Jones, save . 
one. which bore no namé, It contain- 
ed a corpse which had for some time 
been preserved in alcohol. The legs 
were wrapped in tinfoil. A shock of 
dark brown hair reached below the 
shoulders and was gathered in a 
clasp at the back of the neck. The 
most expert anatomists in Paris com- 
pared it with all authentic busts and 
portraits of John Paul Jones in ex- 
istence and pronounced it as pro- 
bably the body of that hero. With 
great ceremony, it ‘was removed in 
1905 to Annapolis, where it reposes 
in the Chapel of our Naval Academy.
